Bahamas resort lays off 181 as crisis cuts tourism 



NASSAU, Bahamas— A big Bahamas resort says it 
has laid off nearly a fifth of its employees as the world 
economic crisis slashes tourism across the Caribbean. 

A statement from the Westin and Sheraton Grand 
Bahama Our Lucaya Resort says 181 employees, or 
about 18 percent of its beachfront workforce, have 
been let go. 

The statement Sunday said hotel bookings are sliding 
“with no evidence of improvement,” as the U.S. 
recession keeps hundreds of visitors at home. 

The resort is owned by White Plains, New York-based 
Starwood Hotels & Resorts Worldwide Inc. 

The nearby Atlantis resort has dismissed about 800 
workers this season, while Baha Mar Resorts Ltd. laid 
off some 80 employees at two Bahamas locations. □

Management deems the increase neither realistic nor responsible 


ORANJESTAD - AAA N.V. through this 
press release would like to share its side of 
the story regarding the negotiations for the 
collective working agreement with the board 
of STA. The collective working agreement in 
force mandatory requires that one of the parties 
formally terminates the agreement ultimately 4 
months before the end of the year. If not, the 
agreement is automatically renewed for another 
year. Although neither STA nor AAA has 
thus terminated the actual collective working 
agreement, Management of AAA honored the 
request of STA’s board to start negotiations 
for a new collective working agreement with 
commencing date of January 1 st 2009. The 
conversations have started in the month of 
November, while during the last few weeks 
the conversations focused on the financial 
conditions. 

Last Friday, January 23, when STA’s board 
put the negotiations on hold, the positions of 
both parties can be summarized as follows: 
STA: 1. a general salary increase for the years 
2009, 2010 and 2011 of respectively 13.9%, 
5.5% y 3.5% therefore totally 22.9%; 2. STA’s 
board opposes re-introduction of the system 
salary increases or bonuses based on the 
employee’s performance. 

AAA: 1. a general increase of the salary, based on 
on the principle of indexation with a minimum 
and a maximum. Practically this would mean 
a salary increase of more or less 8 percent of 
the average AAA CAO salary of 4,300 Florins. 
2. Re-introduction of performance based salary 
increases or bonuses; 3. Improvement of 
several other labor conditions such as increases 


of anniversary bonus, shift allowance, bashi 
premie, cashiers allowance and no sick leave 
bonus. With today’s world economic crisis, 
it’s almost unimaginable that a company would 
risk raising the salaries of its employees with 
all the negative predictions for the world’s 
economy.AAA is therefore convinced that 
their offer is both fair and reasonable. With an 
increase of 8 percent in a period of worldwide 
economic downturn and while other companies 
are freezing salaries and/or considering lay 
offs, management shows its good faith to their 
employees AAA’s management hopes that the 
members of STA, other than their board, will 
see that it is completely unrealistic to demand 
labor conditions causing a salary increase of 
almost 25 percent in this time of worldwide 
economic recession. 

AAA’ management further wishes to express 
its disappointment in STA’s board opposition 
to reintroduce the system of performance based 
bonuses/salary increases, therewith denying 
the employees’ opportunity for personal 
development and growth. 

As to STA’s board’s false accusations as if AAA’s 
management did not speak the truth when it said 
it would appeal the Court of Appeal’s ruling 
about the salary systems, AAA’s management 
wishes to bring the following forward. In first 
instance AAA in fact did want to appeal this 
ruling. However, as STA’s board advised its 
members, not involved in the ruling, not await 
the ruling of the highest court and start a court 
case themselves, AAA decided not to submit 
the appeal and await the case to be initiated by 
these employees.□

US Steel reports surge in 4Q profit

PITTSBURGH - United 
States Steel Corp.’s fourth- 
quarter earnings soared as 
strong pipe sales and an 
acquisition-related gain 
boosted results, but the steel 
maker forecast an operating 
loss in the current quarter 
due to the global economic 
slowdown. 

U.S. Steel’s earnings came 
amid an industrywide slump in 
demand for the metal among 
key buyers in the automotive, 
construction and industrial 
equipment sectors. 

Steel prices, which reached 
all-time highs in the first 
half of 2008, plunged later 
in the year, and production at 
domestic steel mills dropped 
to levels not seen in a quarter 
century. 

The Pittsburgh-based 

company — the largest U.S.- 
based steel producer — said 
Tuesday its net income jumped 
to $308 million, or $2.65 per 
share, from $35 million, or 29 
cents per share, a year ago. 
The earlier quarter included 
charges totaling $117 million, 
or 98 cents per share. 
Quarterly sales rose to $4.57 
billion from $4.54 billion last 
year, helped by strong sales 
from U.S. Steel’s tubular steel 
business. 

The latest quarterly results 
included a gain of $76 million, 
or 65 cents per share, related

In October, U.S. Steel posted 
record third-quarter results, 
helped by surging prices, but 
warned that fourth-quarter 
results would decline amid 
slowing demand from North 
America and Europe. 

Later in the year, U.S. Steel 
announced it was laying off 
675 workers in North America 
and idling three plants 
temporarily, affecting about 
3,500 workers. 

During the quarter, U.S. Steel’s 
share price sank 48 percent, 
hitting its lowest point in five 
years in November. In 2008, 
U.S. Steel shares shed 67 
percent of their value.Q 


to U.S. Steel’s acquisition of a 
portion of a partnership called 
Clairton 1314B.

He said 
some companies are putting up 
weak results but the numbers 
can still look respectable when 
compared with a year-earlier. 
He expects the market’s 
gyrations will continue as 
investors react to the latest 
corporate earnings reports and 
forecasts. 

“The volatility is not done,” 
King said. “You’re seeing a 
lot of varying results from 
corporations.” 

Indeed, investors sold shares 
of Delta Air Lines Inc. and 
Verizon Communications Inc. 
after their results disappointed 
Wall Street. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 58.70, or 0.72 
percent, to 8,174.73. 

Broader stock indicators also 
advanced. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 9.14, or 
1.09 percent, to 845.71, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 15.44, or 1.04 percent, to 
1,504.90. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 5.52, or 
1.23 percent, to 455.58. 
Advancing issues outnumbered 


losers by 2 to 1 on the New York 
Stock Exchange, where volume 
came to 1.17 billion shares. 
Stocks rose moderately Monday 
after the National Association 
of Realtors said existing homes 
rose rather than fell inDecember, 
as had been expected. 

Bond prices were mixed 
Tuesday. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which moves opposite its 
price, fell to 2.53 percent from 
2.65 percent late Monday. The 
yield on the three-month T-bill, 
considered one of the safest 
investments, was unchanged at 
0.13 percent. 

The dollar fell against other 
major currencies, while gold 
prices also fell. 

Light, sweet crude $4.15 a 
barrel, or 9 percent, to settle at 
$41.58 on New York Mercantile 
Exchange. Weak economic 
data, including a sharp drop in 
the Standard & Poor’s/Case- 
Shiller 20-city index of home 
prices, had oil traders again 
betting that demand for energy 
will fall.

Fish and ocean plants prefer 
a natural environment over a 
man-made or synthetic one.

The Nation — Republicans, having driven the economy into a 
ditch during the last eight years, are now opposing the one piece 
of legislation—an economic stimulus—that might turn things 
around. House Republican leaders are telling their rank-and- 
file to vote against the $825 billion plan, even before they meet 
with Barack Obama, yet again, this afternoon. 

Bob Herbert of the New York Times raises a good point in his 
column today: 

The question that I would like answered is why anyone listens 
to this crowd anymore. GOP policies have been an absolute 
backbreaker for the middle class. (Forget the poor. Nobody talks 
about them anymore, not even the Democrats.) The G.O.P. has 
successfully engineered a wholesale redistribution of wealth 
to those already at the top of the income ladder and then, in 
a remarkable display of chutzpah, dared anyone to talk about 
class warfare. 

Herbert didn’t mention that these days, crony capitalist policies 
have even bankrupted the wealthy. Yet Obama rode into 
Washington promising to listen to the other side and usher in 
a new era of “post-partisanship” in Washington, whatever that 
means. His allies declared that they wanted 80 yes votes on the 
stimulus bill, loading up the legislation with tax cuts to attract 
wavering Republicans. 

Turns out such a projection, not surprisingly, wasn’t entirely 
realistic. The Republican Party that exists today on Capitol 
Hill is much smaller, more conservative and more Southern 
than it was two, four or eight years ago. It’s going to be very 
difficult for Obama to rationally negotiate with many of them. 
Obama himself seems to have reluctantly realized that, telling a 
gathering of House Republicans, “You can’t just listen to Rush 
Limbaugh and get things done.” 

When the number two Republican in the House, Rep. Eric 
Cantor, complained of a provision in the stimulus bill that would 
help low-income workers (god forbid), Obama responded: 
“You’re correct, there’s a philosophical difference, but I won, 
so we’re going to prevail on that.” 

Quite right. Elections have consequences and the public put 
Democrats squarely in control of Washington for the first time 
since 1992. It’s smart politics for Obama to listen to Republicans 
but bad policy to let them dictate his legislative agenda. Eighty 
votes is all well and good as a theoretical utopia, but a bare 
majority in the House and 60 votes in the Senate (it used to be 
51, before the GOP filibustered every bill they didn’t like) is all 
he needs. □ 



The stimulus America needs: trust

New York - In an effort to rebuild decades worth 
of lost trust, President Obama has called for 
transparency and openness in government. And a 
good thing too, as the intensity of consumer distrust 
is at the highest I’ve seen it in the past 30 years. A 
survey of 1,200 adults we conducted this month 
reveals that trust in banks, mortgage lenders, and 
brokers has plunged nearly 40 percent in one 
year. Moreover, 63 percent of those surveyed feel 
that these businesses flagrantly make things more 
complicated in order to hide real risks. So how 
can businesses rebuild trust amid today’s global 
economy, deceptive propositions, double talk, 
and disclaimers? 

They need to incorporate clarity and simplicity 
into their programs and communications. 
Corporations need to do more than improve 
governance and raise capital. They have to speak 
plainly to their constituencies. It is time to come 
out from behind unintelligible language. 

Consider how one bank explained its “Simplicity 
card”: “All your APRs may automatically increase 
up to the Default APR if you default under any 
Card Agreement that you have with us because 
you fail to make a payment to us when due...” 
With effort, you might have gotten the gist behind 
the happy sounding card and the thick language: 
Make a late payment on any card at the bank, and 
the bank will slam you with increased interest 
rates. 

Can this kind of behavior possibly foster trust? 
Government is just as guilty. Every spring, 
Americans are forced to face the challenge of 
filing taxes - an odious and emotionally charged 
ordeal that only alienates citizens and further 
weakens the bonds of civic trust. 

In the poll I cited, Americans say that they are 
primed to demand simpler, more open practices 
and communications. The problem is, individual 
Americans have never stepped up to the plate. 
Think of the times all of us just go ahead and 
pay phone bills we can’t decipher, suffer higher 
credit card fees for reasons we don’t understand, 
or stash puzzling healthcare bills in the drawer 
- unread. Giving up because we can’t understand 
something only encourages companies to 


underserve and deceive us. 

Why tolerate overly complex, confusing 
propositions at all? Why do we allow organizations 
to bury basic terms of their business in technical 
jargon? 

Years ago, I wrestled with lawyers to transform 
pages of caveats and codicils into a simple loan 
note. In the end, my team distilled 250 tangled 
words to this one sentence: “If you don’t pay on 
time, you will be in default, and we will take legal 
action against you.” This is how trust is built, not 
by hiding behind legalese. 

There are a few companies who do retain loyal 
customers with fair and open treatment. One 
online bank’s “privacy policy” is not pages of 
thick wording. Instead, it states plainly, “We 
will not give or sell your private information to 
anyone.” This is clear - and blessedly in tune 
with consumer wishes. 

Steve Jobs, cofounder of Apple, has used simplicity 
as a competitive weapon, turning his company 
into a citadel of simple, engaging design. Warren 
Buffett, the world’s most successful investor, 
explains his company’s strategy in ordinary 
words in an annual report that thousands read for 
wisdom and pleasure. 

I have worked with major corporations, 
government agencies, and not-for-profits to 
simplify every conceivable type of contract 
and document. There are wonderful models of 
communications that prove simplicity is possible 
- and research confirms the enormous benefits 
for companies and consumers. We just need to 
follow these models. 

Today’s crisis may hold this silver lining: It 
may be the catalyst for a broad demand for 
transparent services and simple, understandable 
communications. Eighty-five percent of us, 
according to our recent poll, are more likely to 
do business with companies that communicate in 
plain English. 

So let’s make it happen. Refuse to do business 
with any organization that violates your need to 
know and understand - and support measures 
that simplify practices across all agencies and all 
industries. If we the people show resolve, then an 
era of simpler services can be launched.Q

Obama open to compromise on $8258

WASHINGTON - On the eve 
of a key vote, President Barack 
Obama privately promised 
Republicans he stands ready 
to accept changes in the $825 
billion economic stimulus 
legislation, invoked Ronald 
Reagan to rebut conservative 
critics and urged lawmakers 
to “put politics aside” in the 
interest of creating jobs. 

“The American people expect 
action,” Obama said Tuesday 
as he shuttled between closed- 
door meetings with House and 
Senate Republicans on a trip 
to the Capitol that blended 
substance with political 
symbolism. Republicans who 
attended the sessions said the 
president did not agree to any 
specific changes but did pledge 
to have his aides consider some 
that GOP lawmakers raised 
dealing with additional tax 
relief for businesses. 

Prodded to budge on another 
point, Obama said that despite 
opposition, he will insist on 
giving relief to wage-earners 
who pay Social Security taxes 
but do not earn enough to owe 
income tax. His spokesman said

thepresidentremindedhis critics 
that former President Reagan 

— conservative hero to many

In a measure of the complex 
political dynamic in Congress, 
House Republican leaders urged 
their rank and file to oppose the 
stimulus measure hours before 
Obama arrived. 

One Republican later quoted the 
president as saying any changes

Democratic leaders in both 
houses have promised to have 
legislation ready for Obama’s 
signature by mid-February, 
and Tuesday’s developments 
coincided with fresh evidence 
of deterioration in a national 
economy seemingly growing 
weaker by the day. 

Housing prices tumbled by 
the sharpest annual rate on 
record in November, according 


to a closely watched private 
report released during the day, 
and a measure of consumer 
confidence dropped to a historic 
low. 

Separately, the Treasury 
Department announced 

distribution of $386 million 
to 23 troubled banks, the first 
awards from the federal bailout 
fund since Obama took office a 
week ago. 

Obama traveled to and from the 
Capitol in a snowy motorcade 


on Tuesday, far different from 
the inaugural parade seven days 
earlier. This was a business trip, 
marking his second reach across 
party lines in as many days in 
keeping with a pledge to seek 
bipartisan solutions to major 
problems. 

On Monday, he leaned on 
House Democrats to jettison an 
item that would make it easier 
for states to provide family 
planning funds for the poor 
under Medicaid, a provision 
in the legislation that had 
become a target of ridicule for 
Republicans. Press Secretary 
Robert Gibbs said Obama 
supports the concept but wants 
it included in a different bill. 
Ironically, Democrats said 
deleting the provision would 
wind up increasing federal 
spending, since it probably 
would mean more money 
spent on higher pregnancy and 
postnatal care. 

House Republican leaders 
welcomed the president a few 
hours after urging their rank- 
and-file to oppose the stimulus 
bill, and it was far from clear 
that Obama had managed to 
pick up any GOP support during 
the day. 



Gibbs said the White House 
expects some GOP lawmakers 
will vote for the measure on 
Wednesday in the House, and 
indicated he hopes there will 
be more in the Senate and 
even more later when a final 
compromise is reached. 

One Republican senator, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the president 
pledged to Sen. John Ensign, R- 
Nev., to have aides review two 
specific proposals. One would 
affect businesses that pay down 
their debt. The other would 
provide a temporary tax holiday 
for companies that have money 
overseas and bring it back to the 
United States to invest. 

Obama ventured into an 
uncertain political environment 
when he stepped into the 
Capitol, a president with high 
approval ratings pitching a plan 
that also has been favorably 
received in the polls. 
Republicans, on the other hand, 
are trying to regroup after last 
fall’s elections, in which they 
lost the White House as well as 
seats in both houses of Congress. 
While some conservatives seem 
eager to mount a frontal attack on 
Obama and his plans, others are 


pursuing a strategy of criticizing 
congressional Democrats rather 
than the president. 

Hours earlier, according to 
officials who were present at 
a GOP meeting, none of the 
Republicans in attendance spoke 
up in disagreement when urged 
to oppose the legislation by their 
leaders. Rep. John Boehner of 
Ohio, the party’s leader, and Eric 
Cantor of Virginia, the second 
in command, said they wanted 
“100 percent” opposition to 
the measure, which they argue 
includes billions in wasteful 
spending, these officials said. 
Across the Capitol, Senate 
Republican leader Mitch 
McConnell suggested that 
Democrats in Congress were 
the problem, not the president. 
“We think the country needs a 
stimulus,” McConnell said on 
NBC’s “Today” show. But he 
also said that he believes most 
people do not believe recovery 
can be accomplished through 
projects like “fixing up the 
Mall,” a reference to funding 
to repair the National Mall in 
Washington. 

He said Republicans want a bill 
that devotes 40 percent of its 
total to tax cuts. □

WASHINGTON (AP) - Amid 
preparations for a major U.S. 
troop build up in Afghanistan, 
Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates warned Tuesday that the 
United States cannot become 
bogged down in the unrealistic 
goal of turning the country into 
an economically prosperous 
nation. 

Instead, the U.S. must limit its 
focus to what it can achieve 
within five years, he said. The 
focus should be trying to ensure 
terrorists don’t regain control 
of the region and use it to 
coordinate attacks, Gates told 
the House and Senate armed 
services committees. 

He also indicated that military 
strikes against terrorist targets in 
Pakistan are likely to continue, 
despite Islamabad’s view that 
they are unhelpful. 

“If we set ourselves the objective 
of creating some sort of Central 
Asian Valhallah over there, 
we will lose because nobody 
in the world has that kind of 
time, patience or money to be 
honest,” said Gates, referring to

NEW YORK (AP) - John 
Updike, the Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning novelist, prolific 
man of letters and erudite 
chronicler of sex, divorce and 
other adventures in the postwar 
prime of the American empire, 
died Tuesday at age 76. 

Updike died of lung cancer 
in a hospice near his home in 
Beverly Farms, Massachussets, 
according to a statement from 
his publisher, Alfred A. Knopf. 
A literary writer who frequently 
appeared on best-seller lists, 
the tall, hawk-nosed Updike 
wrote novels, short stories, 
poems, criticism, the memoir 
“Self-Consciousness” and even 
a famous essay about baseball 
great Ted Williams. He was 
prolific, even compulsive, 
releasing more than 50 books 
in a career that started in the 
1950s. Updike won virtually 
every American literary prize, 
including two Pulitzers, for 
“Rabbit Is Rich” and “Rabbit at 
Rest,” and two National Book 
Awards. 

His settings ranged from 
the court of “Hamlet” to 
postcolonial Africa, but his 
literary home was the American 
suburbs. Born in 1932, 


the mythic haven of purity. 
Gates testified as President 
Barack Obama considers options 
for drawing down operations in 
Iraq and doubling the force size 
in Afghanistan.

Lindsey Graham, a Republican 
and a frequent visitor to the 
region, whether he expects 
casualties to rise with the uptick 
in military operations, Gates 
responded that it was “likely.” 


Updike spoke for millions of 
Depression-era readers raised 
by “penny-pinching parents,” 
united by “the patriotic cohesion 
of World War II” and blessed 
by a “disproportionate share 
of the world’s resources,” and 
America’s postwar, suburban 
boom of “idealistic careers and 
early marriages.” 

He captured, and sometimes 
embodied, a generation’s 
confusion over the civil rights 
and women’s movements, and 
opposition to the Vietnam War. 
Updike was called a misogynist, 


“Bottom line is this is going to 
be tough,” Graham said. “This 
is going to be difficult and in 
many ways harder than Iraq.

There are a relatively small 
number of detainees that will 
be difficult to prosecute, and 
the administration will have to 
address that problem, he said. 


a racist and an apologist for 
the establishment.

In the richest detail, his books 
recorded the extremes of 
earthly desire and spiritual 
zealotry, whether the comic 
philandering of the preacher 
in “A Month of Sundays” or 
the steady rage of the young 
Muslim in “Terrorist.” Raised 
in the Protestant community 
of Shillington, Pennsylvania, 
where the Lord’s Prayer was 
recited daily at school, Updike 
was a lifelong churchgoer 
influenced by his faith, but not 
immune to doubts. 

“I remember the times when I 
was wrestling with these issues 
that I would feel crushed. I 
was crushed by the purely 
materialistic, atheistic account 
of the universe,” Updike told 
The Associated Press during a 
2006 interview. Q

In the 2010 budget year, that 
ratio will stretch further, giving 
troops two years at home 
for every one year deployed. 
By 2011, they should see 30 
months at home, he said. 

It was his first hearing since 
Obama took office and 
lawmakers were eager to 
hear details about how the 
administration plans to turn 
around the war in Afghanistan. 
“This is a long, hard slog 
we’re in in Afghanistan,” said 
Sen. John McCain, borrowing 
the phrase used frequently 
by former Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld to describe 
the war in Iraq. Q

Executives at many of the 
firms that paid honoraria to 
Bill Clinton have also donated 
large amounts of money to the 
Clinton Foundation, according 
to documents it released last 
year as part of an agreement with 
Congress on Hillary Clinton’s 
nomination as secretary of 
state. 

All senior officials in the Obama 
administration are required to 
complete a detailed disclosure 
of their personal finances, 
including spouse and children, 
which is updated yearly. 

The most Bill Clinton got from a 


foreign source was $ 1.25 million 
for appearing at five events 
sponsored by the Toronto-based 
Power Within Inc., a company 
that puts on motivational and 
training programs around North 
America. 

For one Power Within speech 
alone, delivered in Edmonton 
in June 2008, Clinton was paid 
$525,000, the most for any 
single event that year. For one 
event, he got $200,000 and 
for three others he received 
$175,000 each, the documents 
show. 

The Hong Kong firm, Hybrid 
Kinetic Automotive Holdings, 
paid Clinton a $300,000

Thousands blacked out as Ice storm wreaks havoc

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. - Tree 
limbs snapped with a sound 
like gunshots, blacking out 
thousands of homes and 
businesses, and schools and 
government offices were 
closed Tuesday as a major 
storm spread a glaze of ice 
and snow from the southern 
Plains to the East Coast. 

At least nine deaths had been 
blamed on the weather. 
Highway crews fought to keep 
up with slippery roads and in 
some places were blocked by 
fallen tree limbs and power 
lines. Ice had built up 3 inches 
thick in sections of Arkansas 
and Oklahoma. 

The National Weather Service 
posted ice storm and winter 
storm warnings Tuesday along 
a broad swath from Texas 
and Oklahoma through the 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys 
all the way into northern 
New England. Radar showed 
smears of snow and freezing 
rain stretching from Texas to 
Virginia during the afternoon. 
Broken tree limbs weighted 
down by ice crashed onto 
power lines, cutting service 
to at least 85,000 homes 


and businesses in hard-hit 
Arkansas, utilities said. 

“I think we are about to go 
over the cliff,” said Mel 
Coleman, CEO of the North 
Arkansas Electric Cooperative 
in Salem. 

Arkansas utilities warned 
customers that their power 
could be out for at least three 
days. 

“We fully expect this to be one 
of the largest outages we’ve 
ever had,” said Coleman. 
“Right now, we’re just hoping 
it’s days and not weeks.” 
Kentucky state officials 
reported more than 40,000 
customers with no electricity 
as ice up to 1.5 inches thick 
broke tree limbs. 

“You hear the popping — it 
sounded like gunfire — and 
it’s limbs from trees breaking,” 
said Hopkins County, Ky., 
Judge-Executive Donald 
Carroll, who was among 
those with no power. He said 
crews in his western Kentucky 
county were busy trying to 
clear broken branches from 
roads. 

“It’s a serious situation,” said 
Kentucky Transportation 
Secretary Joe Prather. “Our 
crews are working nonstop,

but the snow in many areas 
is falling faster than we can 
clear, so it will take time to 
make headway.” 

About 6,000 customers were 
blacked out in Oklahoma as 
temperatures sat in the teens 
and 20s. 

Kentucky Gov. Steve 
Beshear declared a statewide 
emergency Tuesday; 

Oklahoma Gov. Brad Henry 
did the same on Monday. 
Hundreds of public schools, 
colleges and universities 
called off classes Tuesday in 
parts of Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Illinois and Maryland. 
“Playing in the snow is pretty 
much the thing to do today,” 
said student Sarah Bonham 
at Marshall University in 
Huntington, W.Va. 

Every county reported school 
closings in West Virginia, 
where snow on hilly roads 
snow changed to sleet and to 
rain in places. 

“The roads are still a little bit 
slimy,” said Paul Howard, 
director of operations for 
West Virginia’s Division 
of Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management. 
“The Division of Highways 


is knocking their socks off 
trying to keep the roads sort of 
clear.” 

Arkansas state government 
offices opened two hours late 
because of the weather, all 
but essential state workers in 
Oklahoma were told to stay 
home, and West Virginia state 
offices shut down early. 

And as the storm threatened to 
barrel into New England, the 
New Hampshire Legislature 
canceled Wednesday’s 

sessions. Up to 15 inches of 
snow was forecast Wednesday

in New Hampshire. 

Mammoth Cave National Park 
in south-central Kentucky 
was closed because broken 
tree limbs blocked roads, 
said Vickie Carson, the park’s 
public information officer. 
“As soon as they get one area 
cleaned up, more trees fall,” 
Carson said. 

Since the storm began building 
on Monday, the weather had 
been blamed for three deaths in 
Arkansas, three in Oklahoma, 
two in Missouri and one in 
Texas. □

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enemy” in an interview aimed 
at repairing relations with 
the Muslim world that were 
damaged under the Bush 
administration. 

Obama’s choice to give his 
first formal sit-down television 
interview as president to 
Al-Arabiya signaled a new 
American approach in the 
region. In the interview, 
broadcast Tuesday, Obama said 
the U.S. had made mistakes 
in the past but “that the same 
respect and partnership that 
America had with the Muslim 
world as recently as 20 or 30 
years ago, there’s no reason 
why we can’t restore that.” 

The new president also 
condemned Iran’s threats 
against Israel, pursuit of nuclear 
weapons and support of terrorist 
organizations, but said “it is 
important for us to be willing 
to talk to Iran, to express very 
clearly where our differences 
are, but where there are potential 
avenues for progress.” 

Obama’s predecessor, former 
President George W. Bush, 
launched wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan that prompted a 
massive backlash against the 
United States in the Muslim 
world. During his eight years 
in office, relations between 
the U.S. and Iran also grew 
increasingly tense _ with the 
Bush administration often 
singling out Iran as the most 
dangerous in the region. 

The interview on the Dubai- 
based Al-Arabiya 24-hour news 
channel aired as Obama’s new 
envoy to the region, former Sen. 
George J. Mitchell, began the 
administration’s first Mideast 
peace mission. Mitchell arrived 
in Egypt on Tuesday for a visit 
that will also take him to Israel, 
the West Bank, Jordan, Turkey 
and Saudi Arabia. 

In contrast to the enthusiastic 
reception Obama’s victory has 
garnered around the world, 


the Arab world has been 
more cautious about the new 
U.S. president _ with most 
skeptical that American policy 
in the region will change 
substantially. 

“I can’t be optimistic until I 
see something tangible,” said 
Hatem al-Kurdi, 35, a Gaza 
City engineer who saw parts 
of the interview. “Anyone can 
say nice words, but you have to 
follow with actions.” 

After earlier dismissing Obama 
as following the same policies 
as Bush, officials from the 
militant Palestinian Hamas 
group, which rule the Gaza 
Strip, softened their stance. 

“In the last couple of days there 
have been a lot of statements 
(from Obama), some of them 
very positive, and choosing this 
George Mitchell as an envoy,” 
said Ahmed Youssef, a senior 
Hamas official interviewed 
on the Qatar-based Al-Jazeera 
news network. “I think there are 
some positive things we have to 
count.” 

In the West Bank, Haytham 
Rafati was not as optimistic. 

“I heard Obama, his tone is 
different, but I can’t believe 
that any U.S. president can 
be different when it comes 
to the Arab-Israeli conflict,” 
said Rafati, 30, who works in 
Ramallah. “I will believe Obama 
is different in his approach to 
the Islamic world only when I 
see him pulling out his forces 
from Iraq and pressing Israel on 
the Palestinian rights.” 

Obama’s choice of Al-Arabiya, 
which is owned by a Saudi 
businessman, follows the lead 
of the Bush administration, 
which gave several presidential 
interviews to that news channel. 
“The U.S. sees Al-Arabiya 
as a friendly Arab channel, 
whereas they see Al-Jazeera as 
confrontational,” said Lawrence 
Pintak, director of the journalism 
training center at the American 


University in Cairo. 

Al-Arabiya reaired clips of 
the interview repeatedly on 
Tuesday, and more than 200 
people posted comments about 
the interview on its Web site. 
Hady Amr, director of the 
Brookings Doha Center, an 
arm of the U.S. think-tank in 
the Qatari capital, described 
decision to make the first 
presidential interview with 
an Arabic news network as 
“stunning.” 

“President Obama has made 
it absolutely clear ... that a 
central priority will be repairing 
America’s relations with the 
Muslim world,” he said. “If 
that’s his objective, I’d say he’s 
been hitting home run after 
home run.” 

In the interview, Obama called 
for a new partnership with the 
Muslim world “based on mutual 
respect and mutual interest.” He 
cited his Muslim background 
and relatives, practically a taboo 
issue back home during his U.S. 
presidential campaign. 

Obama’s Kenyan father was 
bom Muslim, though a self- 
described atheist, and many 
of his relatives in Kenya are 
practicing Muslims. As a child, 
Obama lived for a number of 
years in Indonesia, the Muslim 
world’s most populous country. 
This appeal does seem to have 
stmek a chord among many 
Muslims. 

“He’s different from the 
previous presidents, perhaps 
because of his color or his 
Islamic background. My views 
of America are different now 
than they were during the Bush 
administration,” said Youssef 
Ali, 45, who works for the 
Iraqi Electricity Ministry in 
Baghdad. 

Most of Obama’s interview 
focused on the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict, which is 
widely perceived in the Mideast 
as the most pressing issue. Q

Israel briefly sent tanks and 
bulldozers across the border into 
Gaza after its soldier was killed 
and three others were wounded 
in the bombing. Hamas said 
the Israeli airstrike wounded 
one of its militants as he rode 
a motorcycle in the southern 
Gaza town of Khan Younis. 

It was the worst bloodshed 
since the sides declared the 
cease-fire on Jan. 18 to end a 
three-week Israeli offensive. 
Since withdrawing its troops, 
Israel has threatened to retaliate 
hard for any violations of the 
informal truce. 

“We will respond, but there is 
no point in elaborating,” Israeli 
Defense Minister Ehud Barak 
said during a trip to a military 
base in southern Israel. Later, 
he convened an emergency 
meeting of top security officials. 
He spoke with Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert after the meeting, 
but no details were released. 
Olmert later hinted that a much 
tougher response could soon 
follow, telling a gathering of 
senior civil servants that Israel 
is not bound by any formal 
cease-fire with Hamas. “Israel’s 
response has yet to come,” he 
said. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for 
the bombing, but Ramattan, a 
Palestinian news agency, later 
released a video of the roadside 
bombing allegedly filmed by 
militants it did not identify. 

The video showed a large 
explosion next to a jeep moving 
on the Israeli side of the border 
fence. A huge plume of smoke 
emerges as the jeep stops. 
Two Israeli soldiers are then 
seen running toward the jeep, 
and gunfire is directed at them 
before a secondary blast hits 
them, too. 

Mushir al-Masri, a Hamas 
lawmaker, said Israel was to 
blame for continuing to fire 
into Gaza. Al-Masri said his 
group had not agreed to a full 
cease-fire but only to a “lull” 


in fighting. “The Zionists are 
responsible for any aggression,” 
he said. After Tuesday’s blast, 
heavy gunfire was heard along 
the border in central Gaza, and 
hovering Israeli helicopters fired 
machine gun bursts, Palestinian 
witnesses said. An Israeli jet 
set off a loud sonic boom over 
Gaza City not long afterward, 
possibly as a warning. 
Palestinian residents said Israeli 
tanks and bulldozers also entered 
the area where the roadside 
bombing took place and were 
tearing up some vacant land _ 
apparently to prevent it from 
being used to stage attacks. 

Not long after the bombing, a 
27-year-old Gaza farmer was 
killed by Israeli gunfire along 
the border several miles away, 
Palestinian medical officials 
said. The military had no 
comment, and it was unclear if 
the two incidents were related. 
The violence cast a shadow over 
the arrival of George Mitchell, 
President Barack Obama’s 
special Mideast envoy. Mitchell 
arrived in Egypt on Tuesday 
and was set to visit Israel on 
Wednesday for three days of 
talks with Israeli and Palestinian 
leaders on how to get stalled 
peace efforts back on track. 
Mitchell is expected to meet 
Olmert, top security officials, 
and the pro-Western Palestinian 
president, Mahmoud Abbas. 
Mitchell has no plans to meet 
with Hamas, which the U.S., 
Israel and European Union 
consider a terrorist group. 
Hamas seized Gaza from forces 
loyal to Abbas in June 2007. 
Hamas’ control of Gaza, and its 
refusal to recognize Israel’s right 
to exist, are considered major 
obstacles to peace efforts. 

The decision to appoint a 
presidential envoy and send him 
to the Middle East so early in 
the administration is a sign that 
Obama intends to take a more 
active approach to the region 
than did his predecessor. As the 
man who brokered Northern 
Ireland’s Good Friday peace 
accord in 1998, Mitchell also 


brings gravitas to the job and 
a proven record of resolving 
seemingly intractable disputes. 
In an interview Monday with 
the Arab satellite channel Al- 
Arabiya, Obama said he felt it 
important to “get engaged right 
away” in the Mideast. He said 
he directed Mitchell to talk to 
“all the major parties involved” 
and that his administration 
would craft an approach after 
that. □

Roddick advances after Djokovic quits Down Under

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 
- Novak Djokovic’s hopes for a 
second straight Australian Open 
title ended under a broiling sun 
Tuesday. 

With ice packs and massages 
failing to provide relief, third- 
ranked Djokovic looked 
increasingly woozy and had to 
give up while trailing 6-7 (3), 
6-4, 6-2, 2-1, allowing No. 7 
Andy Roddick to claim a spot 
in the semifinals. 

The 26-year-old American 
will face second-ranked Roger 
Federer, who moved within two 


victories of his record-tying 
14th Grand Slam by routing 
No. 8 Juan Martin del Potro of 
Argentina 6-3,6-0,6-0. Federer, 
who owns a 15-2 advantage in 
previous matches with Roddick 
but lost their most recent 
meeting at Miami last April, ran 
off the last 13 games. 

“Playing Andy is always nice,” 
said Federer, 27. “We’ve had 
some big matches over the 
years and it’s always a pleasure 
to play against him because he 
brings energy to the court with 
his serve and his character. It’s 
nice to play somebody my age. 
Everyone’s so young now.” 


Djokovic said he was cramping 
and sore, and “didn’t really 
have time to recover” from his 
previous match, which ended at 
2:26 a.m. Monday. 

“Conditions were extreme 
today. It did affect more on me 
than him, as you could see,” 
Djokovic said. “But, you know, 
that was the situation. I just have 
to cope with it. Really tried my 
best, but sometimes you can’t 
fight against your own body.” 
Roddick, meanwhile, looked as 
fit as ever. After losing 15 pounds 
with a tough offseason workout 
regimen under new coach Larry 
Stefanki, he was quicker and 
his backhand stronger. The 
match left little doubt about the 
American’s stamina on a day 
when temperatures hit. 95 F 
with not a cloud in the sky. 

“It’s rewarding to come out on a 
day like today, when it’s pretty 
hot, and feel pretty good. That’s 
what you do the work for,” 
Roddick said. 

Nothing worked for del Potro 
against Federer, who won 51 of 
the last 65 points and finished 
with 38 winners to a mere nine 
unforced errors. 

Everything was working for 


Federer, and his mix of speeds 
and spins was masterful. One 
service game in the first set 
summed it up - ace, backhand 
winner, forehand winner, 
volley winner, all in less than 
two minutes. As he served for 
the second set, a fan shouted: 
“You’re perfect, Roger!” 

Not quite, but very, very good. 
“I thought it was going to be a 
tough match in the beginning,” 
Federer said. “We had some 
tough rallies, and it really 
showed the direction of the 
match, I thought. I was very 
mistaken. I’m happy about that. 
“The longer the match went, the 
more he struggled and the better 
I got. The last couple games ... 
You want to almost put him out 
of his misery because you know 
how tough it is for him.” 

Del Potro called it a bad day that 
showed he needs to improve to 
compete against the best. 

“I can’t do nothing in the 
match,” del Potro said. “He play 
like No. 1 of the world.” 

In the first match of the day, Vera 
Zvonareva ran off 11 straight 
games to beat 2007 Wimbledon 
finalist Marion Bartoli of France 
6-3, 6-0 to reach the semifinals 


for the first time in 25 majors. 
Seventh-ranked Zvonareva will 
meet fellow Russian Dinara 
Safina, who survived 11 double¬ 
faults and 36 unforced errors to 
beat Australia’s Jelena Dokic 
6-4, 4-6, 6-4. It’s the second 
straight Grand Slam semifinal 
for Safina - younger sister of 
2005 men’s champion Marat 
Safin - who lost to eventual 
champion Serena Williams at 
the U.S. Open. 

Dokic’s loss ended one of the 
tournament’s most compelling 
stories: The former Wimbledon 
semifinalist was making her 
return to a Grand Slam after 
a three-year absence due to 
personal problems. 

Safina apologized to the crowd 
for beating the local favorite, 
who advanced through a wild¬ 
card play tournament and was 
ranked No. 187. 

“I hope that next time you’ll be 
behind me,” she said. 

Dokic was happy with her 
performance. 

“There’s nothing to be 
disappointed about,” Dokic 
said. “It’s been a great start to 
2009. I couldn’t have asked for 
anything more.” Q

Back-to-back Shaq gets 29; 
Suns top Wizards 103-87 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Shaquille O’Neal had 
no problem with back-to-back games at the end 
of a road trip, scoring 29 points Monday as the 
Phoenix Suns downed the Washington Wizards 
103-87. 

O’Neal went 10-for-14 from the field, 9-for-10 
from the free throw line and had eight rebounds 
in 36 minutes for the Suns, who salvaged their 
six-game, East Coast road trip by winning the 
last two games to finish with three wins and three 
losses. O’Neal had 19 points and 11 rebounds in 
39 minutes in Sunday’s victory over Atlanta. 
Amare Stoudemire added 22 points and 15 
rebounds, and Steve Nash had 14 points and 15 
assists for the Suns, whose 53-38 rebounding 
advantage helped overcome their 17 turnovers. 
Caron Butler scored 28 points, and Antawn 
Jamison had 27 for the Wizards, but they didn’t 
get much help as Washington lost for the 10th 
time in 12 games. 

Heat 95, Hawks 79 

At Miami, Dwyane Wade finished with 35 points 
and Miami held Atlanta without a field goal 
for nearly 13 1/2 minutes during one first-half 
stretch. 

Atlanta set a franchise-futility record with its 27- 
point first half. Still, the Hawks got within seven 
points early in the final quarter before a quick 
11-3 burst fueled by Wade and Mario Chalmers 
sealed it for Miami. 

Daequan Cook scored 16 points and Chalmers 
added 12 points and six assists for Miami (24-19), 
which moved a season-best five games over .500. 
Udonis Haslem had a game-high 13 rebounds. 

Knicks 104, Rockets 98 

At New York, Wilson Chandler responded to 
being taken out of the starting lineup with 18 
points to lead New York to its first win over 


Houston since 2004. 

Chandler’s 3-pointer with more than two minutes 
left gave the Knicks the lead for good at 97-96. 
The Knicks had lost eight straight to Houston. 
Tracy McGrady led Houston with 20 points in his 
second game back from a left knee injury. 

The Rockets were playing without center Yao 
Ming (sore right knee) for the second straight 
game.n 

Hornets 101, 76ers 86 

At New Orleans, Chris Paul had 27 points, 15 
assists, 10 rebounds and seven steals for his fifth 
triple-double of the season in New Orleans’ win 
over Philadelphia.

Pettitte, Yankees 
agree at $5.5 million

NEW YORK-Andy Pettitte and 
the Yankees agreed Monday to a 
$5.5 million, one-year contract 
that brings the left-hander back 
to New York. 

Pettitte can make an additional 
$6.5 million on performance 
bonuses and bonuses based on 
time on the active roster. 

“There was never another team 
brought up,” Pettitte said during 
a conference call. “I wanted to 
come back to the Yankees.” 

He joins a starting rotation that 
already includes CC Sabathia, 
A.J. Burnett, Chien-Ming 
Wang and Joba Chamberlain. 
The deal raised the Yankees’ 
projected opening-day payroll 
to $196.8 million for 17 players 


with agreements. 

Late last year, New York had 
offered a deal that would have 
guaranteed Pettitte $10 million, 
down from the $16 million he 
earned last year. New York 
withdrew that offer after it 
agreed to a $180 million, eight- 
year deal with Mark Teixeira. 
“If in fact Andy does in 2009 
what he’s done before, he’ll 
actually make more money,” 
said Pettitte’s agent, Randy 
Hendricks. 

Pettitte pitched for the Yankees 
from 1995-2003, helping them 
win four World Series titles, 
then spent three seasons with 
his hometown Houston Astros. 
He returned to the Yankees in 
2007 and was 14-14 with a 4.54 
ERA last season, his highest
